Why did they not call | 


for this survey eight years ago 
when the 1938 San Mateo County 
Grand Jury had this report to 


make: 


“Our investigation of the Se- 
quoia Union High School Dis- 
trict disclosed the existence of a 
decided lack of proper supervi- 
sion in the administrative affairs 
of the district over a period of 
several years.” The personnel of 
the Sequoia Board is practically 
the same as eight years ago, with 
the same Superintendent. 


It was also in 1938 that the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Southern 
San Mateo County Taxpayers’ 
League pleaded with the Sequoia 
Board of Trustees to buy a site for 
a High School in the southern end 
of San Mateo County while a site 
of sufficient acreage was available 
at a reasonable price. Several meet- 
ings were held with the Board of 
Trustees and one so-called mass 
meeting called by the Sequoia 
Board. Employing the same tac- 
tics then, as now, they called for a 
survey from Dr. Chas. W. Bursch, 
Chief of the Division of State 
Schoolhouse planning and a spot 
map was prepared. The committee 
from the League was prepared with 
data and figures on assesed valu- 
ation of the districts and enroll- 
ments and submitted a plan to the 
Sequoia Board that would enable 
them to buy a site. However, the 
so-called mass meeting was made 
up largely of Sequoia faculty mem- 
pers and Redwood citizens and we 
were very much outnumbered, 
which is what generally happens. 


The Sequoia Board of Trustees 
when they purchased a High 
School site in the San Carlos area 
some two or three years ago did 
not think it necessary to call for 
mass meetings or surveys or consult 
anyone, but went right ahead and 
paid considerably more than dou- 
ble what land was offered to them 
for eight years ago. 


Well, hats off the Se- 
quoia Union Board of Trustees, for 


anyway, 


they do things as and when they 
want to, regardless of the taxpay- 
er and his dollar, but their dodge 
game is getting a trifle rusty, now.
